An ordinance has been introduced 


into councils to sell the city's gas 
works. 
The importance of this is 


hardly realized by the average citizen 
The gas plant has been fostered for 
half a century, expanding with the 
city's growth until its present capacity 
is nearly 16,000,000 cubic feet of gas 
per day. 
The enlarging of the works 


from year to year, and the extension 
of gas mains as new streets were 
opened during the progress made by 
the city in fifty years, have called for 
the expenditure of more millions of 
dollars than it is now possible for the 
men in office to figure up. 
How much 


money the city has put, into its gno 
Dlant will never be known, and the only 
way to estimate their value is by the 
return they 
would 
give upon the 


capital invested. 
On this basis they 


are worth from $20,000,000 to $25,- 
000,000, upon which they would pay 
6 per cent. 
But it is proposed by the 


ordinance to sell them for ten millions, 
and it is said that a well known lobby- 
ist is authorized 
to guarantee to 


councilmen liberal holdings of stock 
in the company which wants the works 
if they will let it have them at a 
price near $10,000,000. 
The differ- 


ence between $10,000,000, the price 
offered.and $25,000,00 the value of the 
works, is so enormous that opportunity 
offered for the worst kind of jobbery, is 
but it is hoped that backed by the 
mayor iiicrc -vui bo o«oi.Bu honoot 
men in councils to auard the true 
interests of the taxpayers. 


The ordinance proposes to supply 


gas to private consumers at $1.10 per 
1,000 cubic feet. That figure is named 
simply as a trick to deceive the people. 
This company is, no doubt, willing to 
supply gas at $1.10 per 1,000 feet or 
even less. 
It, ho.vsver, names $1.10 


so that when the ordinance is amended 
so as to fix the rate at $1, it will ap- 
pear to be great concession on the 
part of the company, and as if coun- 
cils were making it do what it was 
reluctant to. The same may be said 
as to the price named for the plant. 
Tbe company is in fact ready to pay 
much more than $10,000,000; maybe 
$15,000,000 and possibly $20,000,000, 
but IT it can be made Co appear ttiui 
the higher figures are only paid after 
tha mayor or some leaders in councils 
insist upon it, the company will have 
accomplished its purpose and tbe wool 
will have been pulled over the people's 
eyes. It is tactics like these which 
afford a great chance for buncombe. 
The schemers go to men whose influ- 
ence they want, and show them how it 
is possible for them to make them- 
selves popular before tbe people by 
insisting that gas shall be $1 and that 
more than $10,000,000 shall be paid 
for the plant. 
It is the gas works 


that these schemers are after, and 
they mean to have them on just as 
favorable terms as they be acquired.

manufacturers in the new tariff sched- 
ule. 
The belief is veiy general that 


there is no use of being alarmed be- 
cause the measure is so utterly bad 
and detrimental to the interests of so 
many sections of the country, that the

facturers say that tbe bill entirely re- 
moves protection from their industry, 
as they cannot compete with foreign 
manufacturers with the low ad valorem 
duty which is placed 
upon foreign 


goods. Iron and steel makers reason 
the same way. Alabama and West 
Virginia, aside from Mr. Wilson, will 
unite with Pennsylvania in proclaim- 


ing against 
free coal. 
Whatever 


tariff legislation is enacted will prob- 
ably be very different from that re- 
commended 
by Mr. Wilson's coin 


inittee, and if the Democrats will jn^t 
hold off for a couple of years the 
people will settle tbe question in an 
effective manner.

Oranges for Export, 


American oranges are being intro- 


duced into England, and if the ex- 
periment proves successful financial- 
ly, shipments will be made to Hol- 
land and Belgium, and perhaps also 
to North Germany. 
The fruit 
is 


shipped from 
Jacksonville, Fla., to 


Nc ,v York or Philadelphia, where it 
is re-surUd and re-packed for the 
trip across the ocean. The first ship- 
ment 
from 
Jacksonville 
>vas made 


September 21, and the oranges were 
sold in Liverpool Octobei 0, at prices 
ranging from 11 to 16 shillings per 
box, 
the 
average price being 13 


shillings—about |3.15. 


The culture of oranges has grown 


enormously iu Flurida since 1885, 
when the yield was loss than 1,000,- 
000 boxes. 
The annual product has 


increased every year, with a single 
exception, and the crop was cut short' 
that year by the cold weather. This 
year's crop is estimated at 4.500,000 
boxes, an increase of 500 per cent, 
in eight years. 
If this rate is kept 


up for another eight years Florida 
will be able to supply ail Europe 
with oranges and have enough left 
for home consumption, 


etc., with a mop dipped in boiling hot 
water and soda. 
A good deal of soda 


should be dissolved in the water. 


Tbe chamois used for rubbing silver 


can be washed as often as necessary in 
warm water iu which enough soap is 
dissolved to make a lather and rinsed 
iu lukewarm water. 


When mildew or iron rust is on a 


white fabric it may be completely 
bleached out by tbe use of salt and 
lemon juice, laying the article in a 
strong sun. 


Bits of white wax should be used 


freely when packing white things, as 
silk or tulle evening gowns, crepe 
shawls, choice laces, etc. It will keep 
them from yellowing.

broom cleans willow chairs admirably. 
Soap should never be used, as it turns 
them yellow. 


When the oven gets too hot putting 


iu a pan of cold water will reduce the 
tempature. 


Tinware may be brightened by dip- 


ping a damp cloth in commou soda and 
rubbiug it well. 


Very hot soda in a solution, applied 


with a soft flannel, will remove paint 
splashes. 
Use soda in the water to 


clean paint and glass instead of soap. 


Strong, tepid soda water will make 


glass very brilliant, then rinse in cold 
water, wipe dry with linen cloth. 


The best way of treating a stove 


that has not been blacked for some 
time is to rub it well with a newspaper, 
addingjust a little clean grease of al- 
most any kitid. It will soon take a 
polish after a few treatments of this 
sort. 


If ink is spattered on woodword, it 


may be taken out by scouring with 
sand and water and a little ammonia, 
then rinse with soda water. 


Strips of cotton cloth, an inch wide, 


wet and placed around pies, will keep 
the juice in. Remove when first taken 
from the oven. 


G rent care should be taken in admin- 


istering remedies in the form of tinct- 
ures which have stood for a long time in 
small vials in the 
family medicine 


closet. 
Wheh the bottles happen to 


be loosely corked the alcohol readily 
evaporates, leaving the drug iu the 
form of a concentrated tincture, the 
pharmacopoeial dose of which might 
produce very serious if 
not 
fatal 


results. 


When oiled walnut furniture begins 


to grow dingy it can be made to look 
as fresh as new by reoiling. 
Linseed, 


or even olive oil, :uay be used, but 
pure, good kerosene oil is much the 
best. 
Rub it well in with a soft 


woolen rag and polish with clean, dry 
flannel. 


To remove mildew from cloth, put a 


spoonful of chloride of lime in a quart 
of water; strain it arid dip the mil- 
dewed cloth in it. Repeat if necessary. 


For scalds from hot water or stove, 


there is nothing more apt to be handy 
than baking soda. 
Wet it up softly 


and apply freely. 
If the burn is su- 


perficial or of slight extent, binding 
it up with this is all that will be nec- 
essary. 


Coffee stains should be wet with 


cold, soft water before being put into 
the wash, and will usually be found all 
right when the laundering is done. 


To clean the railing and banisters, 


wash off all the dirt with soap and wa- 
ter, and when dry rub with a mixture 
of two parts of linseed oil and one of 
turpentine. 
If the odor of turpen- 


tine is objectionable, use two parts of 
sweet or cotton seed oil and one part 
of alcohol; but the mixture of linseed 
oil and turpentine is more desirable. 


A little kerosene rubbed 
briskly 


over tbe spots on dark clothing will 
brighten the garments and remove the 
stains almost like magic. The kero- 
sene will evaporate quickly and leave 
DO stain. 


A simple way to remove grease 


spots from wall paper is to hold a 
piece of clean blotting paper over the 
spot, and press a moderately warm 
flatirui over it. Repeat the operation 
until all the grease is out. 


The most delicate wuy to boil an egg 


is to pour boiling water over it, and 
allow it lo remain, without boiling, for 
ten minutes. 
It will be found to be 


perfectly cooked. 


Never put pans and kettles half-fill- 


ed with water on the stove to soak. 
It only hardens whatever may have ad- 
hered to the kettle, and makes it much 
more difficult to clean. Keep them 
full of cold water and soak them away 
from the heat. 


One of the simplest disinfectants of 


the sick room IK grntniH ™ffY>« luirnnrl 
on a shovel so as to fill the atmosphere 
of the room with its pungent aromatic 
odor. 
If two red hot coals arc placed 


on a fire shovel and a teaspoonful of 
ground coffee is sprinkled over them 
at a time, using three teaspoonfuls in 
all, it will fill the room with its aroma 
and it is said to have the hygienic ef- 
fect of preventing the spread of vari- 
ous epidemic diseases. 


In washing all woolens ona of the 


secrets of success is to have them dry 
as soon as possible after wetting. 


A pinch of soda added to sour fruit 


will take away much of the tartness 
and make much less sugar necessary 
for sweetening. 


It is said that silk and lisle thread 


gloves may be washed on the hands in 
soft water, using a little borax and 
castile soap. Do not rub or twist them 
any more than you can help. Leave 
them on the hands till (hey are par- 
tially dry, then take off carefully, pull 
them straight, fold the fingers as when 
they were new, and lay them between 
cloth with a weight on them to dry. 


Ceilings that have become smoked 


by kerosene lamps may be cleaned by 
washing off with soda. 


For cleaning oil pnint before re- 


painting, use two ounces of soda dis^ 
solved in a quart of hot water. 
Then 


rinse off with clear water. 


Lauoline is most effective for sunk- 


en cheeks, if one docs not wish to 
take internal remedies.

To light a candle, hold the match to 


the side of the wick and not to the 
top. 


Cane-seat chair bottoms that have 


sagged but are not broken can be made 
as taut as new if washed thoroughly 
with a solt, wet cloth in soapsuds. 


Bent whalebones may be straight- 


ened and made fit for use again by soak- 
ing in hot w».l3r, then straightening 
under a press till dry. 


Dont's fcr tho Window Garden, 


Don't forget that the plants will re* 


quire plenty of fresh air on sunny days 
or they will resent the change from 
their summer quarters. 


Don't leave the door or window 


open too long, unless the weather is 
very mild, or the plants will become 
chilled. 


Don't allow a direct draft on the 


plants, especially if the air is cold. 
Admit it through a door or window at 
some distance from the plant shelves. 


Don't give too much water or try to 


force the plants. 
Give them time to 


become accustomed to their winter 
quarters. 


Don't forget to search for the cracks 


that will let in the keen air. Stuff 
them with folded newspapers.

rose or geranium blossom to your sick 
neighbor.

Don't fail to use stimulants on your 


calla, and plenty of warm water, if 
you want quantities of the beautiful 
lilies.

blooming. 


Don't be discouraged if you can't 


make the plants bloom while the days 
are short and there is little sun.

manufacturing industries.

thousands of working people.

Damascus iits in a valley on the 
ri\er Albana, which flows from the Leba- 
non hills and is lost in the desert to the east 
ol ihetown. In spite of a copious supply 
of excellent water, Damascus has had no 
immunity from epidemics, owing to the 
fact, that the double canalization for water 
supply and drainage, being more or less 
leaky, saturated the soil and raised the 
8pl !ll>C level nunrlj- tu r.lio fliirfnoo. And tho 
seivers are rarely if ever cleaned, are not 
sy^wmatically ventilated, and they pass 
under many of the houses. It is not sur- 
pi ising, therefore, that Damascus is and 
always was an insalubrious town.

Waterproof Cotton Cloth. 


The processes commonly resorted to for 


imparting a waterproof quality to cotton 
cloth have proved only measurably success- 
ful, 
besides being somewhat complicated 


and troublesome. The latest and most ef- 
fective method, as recently described, ia 
claimed to be free from the objections here- 
tofore t-ncountered and consists mainly in 
first drying the fabric thoroughly in a dry 
beat aiid then spreading it lightly over a 
smootli surface. With a brusb this is paint- 
ed ovtr with a thin coat of boiled oil, 
which, after having become perfectly dry, ia 
treated to a second coat, and a third if nec- 
essary, plenty of time being allowed be- 
tween "ach for the effect of the operation 
on the fabric to become perfect. After the 
last coi t has been applied, if the surface re- 
mains! ticky, amixtureof one-fourth pound 
of shellac to a. pi lit of water gently heated 
until n'iar the boiling point, adding to this 
a small quantity of liquid ammouia, is 
painted over the surface. For o yellow wa- 
terproof yellow ochre is employed, and for 
a black lampblack is found serviceable. 
The coloring matter, it is said, can be used 
in mixture with the tthellac.—New York 
Sun. 


Interactions of Chemical Molecules. 
The genesis of chemical elements is now 


being t tudied with the application of the 
principles of gravitation. 
Mendeleef, in 


1889, Or it proposed to apply Newton's Third 
Law, and now Rev. Dr. Houghton, in re- 
cently published papers, applies the three 
Newtonian laws to explain the interactions 
of chemical molecules, with this difference 
only, tl at atoms have a specific coefficient 
of attraction varying with the nature of 
the atom concerned, whereas the specific 
coeflleii ut of gravity is the same for all 
bodies independent of their composition or 
matter. —Science 


The "Miraculous" or "Holy Thorn." 
At Glastonbury abbey in Somersetshire, 


England, once stood a thorn tree which it 
is said bloomed every Christmas morning. 
The Off t authentic account of it ever writ- 
ten wa£ in 1772 by a Mr. Eyston, who tells 
of it in the account of his visit, to the ab- 
bey. The keeper assured Mr. Eyston that 
St. Joseph of Arimathea landed not far 
from the town, at a place where there was 
formerly an oak that had been planted to 
his memory; that he aud bis companions 
marched to a hill and rested themselves, 
and that Joseph stuck his staff in the 
ground 


Now, 
this staff was a common dry haw- 


thorn sMck, but it grew and first came into 
full flower on Christmas day. Afterward 
the tree, which had thus grown and budded 
like Anron's rod, always bloomed on the 
day of Our Lord's nativity and upon no 
other day, the flower, like that of the night 
blooming cereus, lasting but a few hours. 


Many queer stories have been told of the 


"Miraculous Thorn of Glastonbury." It 
was said that if the chips from it were 
planted they would sprout and grow like 
potatoes; that the leaves cured all inflam- 
mation H, swellings, etc., and that "rods" 
put from it would never leave marks on the 
children corrected by their use.—St. Louis 
Republic.

Olieap Homes In Texas. 


In Texas there are still 23,000,000 acres 


of land which no settler has ever yet oc- 
cupied. These are under control of the 
state of Texas herself and are divided 
into i.chool, railroad, river improvement 
and irrigation lands. Texas surveyors 
have divided them again, according to 
quality, into dry agricultural, watered 
agricultural, timber and pasture lands. 
Besides the domain included in the above 
grants there are yet left 4,000,000 acres 
of unappropriated public ground which 
settlors can get by s'mply going and 
living upon them under the United States 
homrstead la-ws. 


These unoccupied acres are scattered 


in almost every county of the state, Of 
the school lands, those where the rain- 
fall is sufficient to irrigate them are sold 
for If3 an acre, those that need artificial 
irrigation for $2, while timber land is 
valuad at $5 an acre. The Texas public 
domain is admirably guarded from the 
clutches of boomers and specul8,tors. It 
is sold only to actual settlers in lots not 
exceeding 640 acres and not less than 80 
acre i except incase of the purely graz- 
ing 1 ancls, of which one individual may 
buy four sections, or three agricultural 
and one grazing, at $2 an acre. It will 
thus be seen that there is in Texas still 
an abundance of good land, the only 
nect ssary precaution being that the set- 
tler must find out from the county clerk 
or some one else exactly the character of 
the land on which he proposes to lo- 
cate. The terms are exceedingly lib- 
eral . the settler being required to pay 
annually only one-fortieth of the price of 
the farm until the debt is defrayed, with 
interest at 5 cer cent. 


German Electors. 


The title of elector is peculiarly German, 


being found In the same sense nowhere 
outside the limits of the German states. 
They were so called because in the thir- 
teen t,h century seven princes, the king of 
Bohoinia, the archbishops of Mentz, Treves 
and Cologne and the rulers of Branden- 
hurt; and Saxony and the Palatinate as- 
sumed the privilege of electing the empe- 
ror. An eighth elector, Bavaria, was ad- 
mitted to th* circle in 1648, and a ninth, 
Hanover, In 1692.

Marine Tertiuries of Australia. 


Tertiary beds of marine origin are exten- 


sively developed in the southern portion of 
Australia, forming a more or less broken 
fringe along tbe coast line from the head of 
the Great Australian bight to the Snowy 
river in the east of Victoria. With the ex- 
ception of a prolongation up the basin of th0 
Murray river, they do not extend far from 
the coast line and attain no great height 
above the sea. They are absent from the 
eastern coast of Australia, being apparent- 
ly faulted below sea level. 


Till of late years very little has been done 


toward the elucidation of the fauna, only 
a few species having been described. Re- 
cently, however, Professor Ralph Tate of 
Adelaide has done a great amount of work 
among the mollusca and echinoderms of 
the series and has enabled several workers 
to enter the field. The fauna IB remarka- 
bly rich, especially in the older rocks and 
not far short of 2,000 species have been 
recorded. The limit Is far from reached
